Admission to the program 
for hi^h school students at 
Santa Barbara was based upon 
the student's previous scholas­ 
tic record and letters of recom­ 
mendation from the student's 
teachers. Subjects John studied 
included two classes of two 
units each: History 39 History 
of California and Pacific Coast, 
and Music 15 Music History
and Appreciation. 

Approximately 200 high
school students participated in 
the University's program. 
Siudcnts were required to take 
one of three prescribed courses 
and one elective course. The 
students attended tho regular 
summer session of six weeks 
duration and lived on campus.
